Berlin, March 6— “What is senti­ 
ment in America toward Germany? 
Is America ever going to be friendly 
toward us again?” 
These are the most frequent ques­ 
tions an American meets in travel­ 
ing about Germany.

an opportunity 
to 
question—and be questioned. 
And 
he found that the two above consti­ 
tuted the leading things in which the 
travelers were interested. 
Some of them asked in the m an­ 
ner of people who didn’t or wouldn’t 
understand why America came into 
the war. 
Others asked hopefully; 
they were for the most part persons 
with relatives in America, and they 
hoped that relations would again be 
friendly in the near future. 
Self-interest 
plays 
the 
largest 
role in 
the 
questions. 
Germans 
realize America is the hind with the 
money bags at this time. 
And they 
are interested in friendly relations 
mainly because they feel that such 
relations would mean added food and 
added raw materials from the Amer­ 
ican storehouse. 
It was interesting to check up on 
German attitude as to the Kaiser. 
On a 
train between 
Hamburg and 
Kiel, there was a middle aged Ger­ 
man of good appearance who had 
been in big business all his life.

his circle of friends were quite op­ 
posed to the return of Wilhelm.

additional assessment of 25 per cent, 
of the amount of tax due. 
The return should be sent to the 
collector’ of internal revenue for the 
district in which the taxpayer has 
his residence or principal place of 
business. 
When a person required to make 
a return is unable to do so because 
of illness, minority, absence, or non­ 
residence, it may be done bv an a g ­ 
ent having 
sufficient knowledge of 
such persons’ affairs to enable him 
to make a complete* and true return. 
Payment may 
be 
made in cash, 
bank check, or draft. Collectors will 
receive uncertified checks and 
the 
tax will lie considered paid as of the 
date the check 
was received, pro­ 
vided it is not later dishonored. 
If a 
check it not paid upon presentation, 
liability for the tax and all penal 
lies are revived. 
Where a return is willfully false 
or fraudulent or contains false or 
fraudulent statements made with in­ 
tent to evade the tax, the penalty is 


a tine of not more than $10,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than one 
vear. or both, together with an ad ­ 
ditional assessment of 50 per cent, 
of the amount of tax evaded. 
Where 
the understatement is due to negli­ 
gence without intent to defraud, the 
penalty is 55 per cent, of the amount 
of the deficiency, plus interest at the 
rate of 1 per cent, per month on such 
amount from 
the 
time 
when it is 
payable. 
If the return is made in 
good faith and an understatement is 
made without any fault of the tax ­ 
payer, there is no penalty, but the 
tax will hi* inereased to tin* proper 
amount.

It has seen the insani­ 
tary factory, the long, dea dening hours of toil, the 
wage that barely suffices to keep life in the body 
and give it shelter. 
It has seen the disastrous emergency of sickness, 
with no money to pay for medical care. 
It has 
seen the food, insufficient and of inferior quality— 
all that can be bought with what money there is 
And it has seen years of labor drag on without an 
hour of leisure. 
And it has seen the too swift 
coming of age. 
These are the general forces that sla y laughter; 
these and the hopeless vision of the future, the 
animal submission to what seems Inevitable, the 
belief that even death is preferable to such a life 
But the Interchurch World Movement study is

details, records of actual conditions, wherever those

exist, that it may set the situation fully 
befbre the Church as a problem with every factor 
clear, the solution of which would mean laughter 
for the people who do not laugh.
